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pleasant and prosperous Templar year. It was my pleasure 
to respond to toasts from the various branches of our 
Masonic activities. 


VISITATIONS 


It was my privilege to attend forty-four Inspections. 
Mrs. Douglass and I attended the Annual Grand Conclaves 
of Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, New York, New Jer- 
sey, Maryland, Virginia, and Washington, D. C. In addi- 
tion, we have been very graciously received at one hundred 
and thirty-four other functions comprising both the York 
and Scottish Rite bodies as well as the Rainbow Girls, the 
Order of DeMolay, the Social Order of Beauseant and the 
Eastern Star. On other occasions when it was impossible 
for me to attend, someone of the Grand Officers repre- 
sented me. 

It was pleasing to me to be asked to present forty-year 
medals and 50-year bars on several occasions. It is my be- 
lief that the presentation of medals and bars to our Veteran 
Sir Knights has been very worthwhile and it has surely 
helped to cement a far better relationship between the Sir 
Knights and the Grand Commandery. 


THE TEMPLAR 


For several years The Templar has been recognized as 
the representative organ, emanating from the Grand Com- 
mandery Office, to keep the constituant Commanderies and 
the Grand Officers, both past and present, informed rela- 
tive to the progress of committees operations and accom- 
plishments of your Grand Officers as well as to keep you 
informed about subjects and material, both new and old, 
pertinent to Knights Templars and their government. 

In the past the Director of Publicity, Eminent Sir Leroy 
Jones, has included in each issue a table of quota attain- 
ments of each Commandery and a resume relative to certain 
details. The July issue has always carried a report of the 
outcome of the efforts of our fifty Commanderies. 

This year, for the first time, Eminent Sir James C. 
Bayley, the enthusiastic Chairman of our Membership Com- 
mittee has presented a page for each issue. His theme has 
been in the direction of a Director of a Steering Committee, 
the purpose being to direct and promote progress as well 
as to caution and to implore Sir Knights in various districts 
in our jurisdiction. 

Your Grand Recorder, Rt. Eminent George A. Weeks 
who is also Chairman of the Grand Encampment Publicity 
Committee has also presented several historical and prog- 
ress reports. 
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It has been unfortunate that our budget would not al- 
low us to put each issue of this publication in the hands of 
each Sir Knight. This last statement, coming from me may 
seem rather strange as I have continually accused many of 
those on our mailing list of not reading it. 


YORK RITE NIGHTS 


Several York Rite Nights were held under the leadership 
of Rt. Eminent Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr., these were well 
distributed throughout our jurisdiction. In each case the 
occasion was brought about by a neighboring group of Com- 
manderies, and in each case helped our Membership Com- 
mittee tremendously. The need for these nights should be 
recognized by the local York Rite bodies. 


YORK RITE BODIES 


Starting in November of this year, the York Rite Bodies 
in this jurisdiction will be functioning as a single unit. This 
can be done advantageously if proper planning and super- 
vision is carried out by the York Rite Committee. This will 
mean that each individual body will be working for ONE 
body and all the Bodies will be working for one body. Let 
each one of us put his shoulder to the wheel and make this 
new movement function immediately from the start. 


COMMITTEES 


The members serving on the various Grand Commandery 
Committees are to be congratulated and properly thanked 
for their untiring efforts and devotion in complying with 
the wishes of the Grand Commander. It is impossible to 
single out any particular group for exceptional work above 
all others. I would like, however, to mention a new com- 
mittee formed to serve specific needs. That of a Liaison 
Committee composed of the President and Secretary of the 
Past Commanders Association and the Presiding Council’s 
Club together with the Grand Commander and the Grand 
Recorder. The purpose of this group is to plan in detail 
for group meetings and entertainment for us, our families 
and friends throughout the year. 


EXEMPLIFICATION TEAM 
We are justly proud of our Exemplification Team. It 


did emerge with additional strength and vigor during the 
past year. I am positive that no other Grand Jurisdiction 
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can boast of a record that can surpass ours. When we re- 
member that the Past Commanders comprising this team, 
seventeen in number and chosen from fifteen constituent 
Commanderies, have given up many Saturdays and eve- 
nings that we might present the Order of the Temple to its 
fullest advantage. This year the team was the guest of 
Holy Sepulchre Commandery No. 8 on October 28, 1961; 
Northampton Commandery No. 30 on December 2, 1961; 
Coeur de Lion Commandery No. 34 on January 6, 1962; 
and Quincy Commandery No. 47 on February 3, 1962. 


You will notice that the locations were well chosen, the 
weather perfect and the attendance excellent at each assem- 
bly. I wish to go on record that the work of this team has 
far surpassed what I had expected of them. Our Inspector 
Instructor Em. Sir Thomas C. Brown has continued to lead 
and instruct this group in the proper presentation of the 
Tactics and Ritual. 


The results of the work and effort of this group have 
been reflected in the much improved work of each of our 
constituent Commanderies. It is my hope that the in- 
coming Grand Commander will continue to retain the 
services of this or a similar group of Past Commanders 
in order that the work of each Commandery may be kept 
at the present high level. 


MEMBERSHIP 


This year the quota was based upon one thousand peti- 
tions for membership. We did receive seven hundred and 
eleven petitions but failed to Knight eighty-six or thirteen 
percent of that number. Although the number submitted 
this past year was forty-one more than last year, we suf- 
fered a decrease in membership of eighty-four ; twenty-nine 
in Massachusetts and fifty-five in Rhode Island. This dif- 
ference is partly due to the increase in the number of 
demits, suspensions and deaths amounting to seventy-four 
above those of the previous year. The accompanying Table 
and Charts illustrate very well the existing situation. 


I am not at all happy over this situation as I truly be- 
lieve that the request for one thousand petitions was not 
at all excessive, however, when we find that sixty-eight 
percent of our Constituent Commanderies or thirty-four 
Commanderies failed to meet their quota, a decrease in 
membership is inevitable. Let me mention that three of 
our larger Commanderies ended this year with a loss of 
twenty-five each, ten Commanderies suffered a loss of ten 
or more.

A net loss could have been avoided if the petitioners 
had been Knighted, or at least received the Order of the 
Red Cross before closing. Our records show that eighty 
percent of last year’s holdovers failed to appear, and this 
year we still have eighty-six cards in our files. If these 
petitioners had paid their fee, or at least a deposit, they 
would not be so willing to petition and then fail to appear 
after being voted upon. Section 195 of the Grand Encamp- 
ment Regulations state, “Failure of a candidate to present 
himself for the Orders within twelve months and etc., voids 
his election.” 


Our Membership Committee, under the Chairmanship of 
Eminent Sir James C. Bayley, was very active throughout 
the entire year, however, they did not receive the necessary 
support of the Constituent Commanderies’ Membership 
Committees, in a large percentage of our fifty Command- 
eries in order to maintain their level of membership. I 
believe, and have stressed, throughout the year, in our 
Templar that each Commander should honestly make a 
serious attempt to maintain his level of membership. What 
has been a loss for this year may be a gain for my successor 
in office! I make reference to the fact that two of our 
fifty Commanderies, that together, presented us with twelve 
new memberships this year are in expectation of Knighting 
one hundred each next year. I anticipate this expectancy 
to be highly possible and probable.

THE GRAND COMMANDER: I would like to have these 
charts distributed because I feel this presents a real picture 
of the situation which many of us do not know exists. 


(Charts were distributed). 
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I am making a comparison between the existing condi- 
tions of this Grand Commandery from the year 1950 to 
1962. You will notice that I did not put any legend on this 
sheet because if any of these were found on Boylston or 
Tremont Streets, I do not want people to know that we are 
talking about this Grand Commandery of ours. 


Now, gentlemen, will you look at that chart, and see all 
those lines, take a glance at them and notice what they 
represent. You would think that we were doing fine! 
Notice we had 74 more deaths, suspensions and demits than 
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last year. Every man is entitled to a demit, I believe. I 
question so many suspensions. We went back and we found 
that the suspensions were out of our control, they had been 
suspended in the Chapter or the Blue Lodge. 


ORDER OF MERIT 


The Order of Merit was established by Rt. Eminent 
William S. Hamilton in 1934. It is awarded to a member 
of our Order who has rendered distinct service to Templary. 

I feel very much indebted to one of our fraters who 
has devoted much time and energy in attempting to elicit 
and encourage the help and assistance of every Sir Knight 
within our jurisdiction to express his loyalty to this Grand 
Commandery of ours. His record indicates that he has 
performed his duty admirably well. To this Sir Knight I 
wish to express before this group of assembled Sir Knights 
my most sincere thanks and appreciation for his unlimited 
support and countless hours of labor in my behalf and that 
of the Grand Commandery. It is with a deep and sincere 
sense of appreciation that I present this Order of Merit to 
Eminent Sir James C. Bayley, Past Commander of Boston 
Commandery No. 2, Chairman of the Membership Commit- 
tee of the Grand Commandery. 

E. Sir JAMES C. BAYLEY: R. E. Sir, I thank you very 
much for this award and also thank the Grand Command- 
ery. I think the credit should go to the Membership Com- 
mittee we had and our only regret is that we could not give 
you a gain this year. We want to thank the many Em. Com- 


manders and next year we hope that we have a gain. 
Thank you. 


40-YEAR MEDALS AND 50-YEAR BARS 


During the past year 173 40-year medals and 53, 50-year 
bars have been presented to our Veteran Sir Knights. On 
one evening and in the asylum of a single Commandery it 
Was my privilege to present seventeen medals and bars. 
It would appear that we are becoming more conscious of 
the necessity of checking the period of membership of our 
older members. Surely, one who has served his Command- 
ery faithfully for forty years has certainly honored us and 
we should recognize, at least, that we have an obligation to 
him, It is easy to forget our ardent workers and supporters 
of long ago, but let us also remember that we hope to be 
remembered a few years hence. 


FINANCES 


ARTICLE VIII, Section 5, of our Constitution and Regula- 
tions requires the Grand Commander to keep his expendi- 
tures within the Budget submitted to and approved by the 
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Finance Committee of this Grand Commandery. I am hap- 
py to report that we have operated well within the bound- 
aries of the Budget for 1961-1962, and that we ended the 
year with a surplus of $1,149.74 and an inventory of office 
supplies amounting to $2,030.78—therefore it was not neces- 
sary for me to call upon the Trustees of the Grand Fund 
during any part of the year. . . 

The last printing of the Credential List of this Grand 
Commandery was in 1958, and I therefore recommend that 
a new Credential List be printed, and the cost of same be 
taken from the unexpended balance in my Budget. 


KNIGHTS TEMPLAR EYE FOUNDATION 


The report of the K. T. Eye Foundation Committee will 
indicate that our office has been active during the past 
year in spreading information relative to the existence of 
this possible aid to those in need of eye treatment to prevent 
blindness. ; . 

A great deal of National, I might say International, pub- 
licity has been given to the treatment of little Raymond 
Simone, the six-year old English boy. Previous to his admit- 
tance to the Boston Eye and Ear. Infirmary, this boy has 
been in hospitals in England, Spain, France, Italy, Ireland 
and Belgium. The operation on his left eye was quite suc- 
cessful and he returned to England with his father and 
mother on August 21. 

A eae: report will be made later by the Eye Founda- 
tion Committee Chairman. 


THE KNIGHTS TEMPLAR EDUCATIONAL 
FOUNDATION 


During the past year, ending December 31, 1961, one 
hundred and forty-tive loans have been granted to worthy 
students who found themselves in need of an additional 
amount of money to complete their course of study in col- 
lege. The total amount of money loaned was $63,351.60. 
A complete report will be given to you later by the Secre- 
tary of this Committee. 


TACTICS 


I will report at this time the doings, or rather, the non- 
doings of this Committee. There has been no need to call 
this group of Knights together since all matters pertaining 
to Tactics were cleared up last year and the New Tactics 
Books have been issued and signed for with the exception 
of one Commandery—Temple Commandery No. 48. 
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INSPECTIONS 


Each Inspection was held as scheduled with the excep- 
tion of three that were postponed temporarily for a short 
period of time due to slight emergencies. Definite results 
due to the work of the Exemplification Team has produced 
excellent returns to the Commanderies being marked. The 
results will be noticeable when you hear the complete report 
of the Inspector Instructor. The number of visitors present 
at the Inspections have been large. We have continued 
our system of Marking officers, and to the advantage of all 
concerned. We believe that the point of uniformity in mark- 
ing has been reached, at least, it would appear that way. 

I have indicated elsewhere that the current system of 
Marking should be changed to conform with the necessities 
of the period we are now passing through. 

My sincere thanks go out to this group of Marking offi- 
cers for the great amount of time and the vast number of 
miles traveled to make this dream come true.

GRAND COMMANDER’S ANNUAL ASSEMBLY 


The Grand Commander’s Annual Assembly was held on 
Saturday, March 31, at the Statler-Hilton Hotel. This is 
the sixth consecutive year that the Assembly and competi- 
tive drills have been held. This event is held under the 
sponsorship of the presiding Councils Club, this year under 
the guidance of its President, Eminent Sir Allan I. Hat- 
field, and its Secretary-Treasurer, Harold L. Burr. The at- 
tendance was the largest ever. Twenty-five Commanderies 
were present with their Divisions and Colors. 

The Drill Teams did a remarkable piece of work in com- 
peting for the Harry G. Pollard Cup presented by Aleppo 
Temple in 1957.

GEORGE ELLIS 


Over a continuous period of years the Recorder of 
Temple Commandery No. 48 has refused to conform to the 
Regulations of the Grand Commandery relative to the Seal 
of the Grand Commandery on the back of the Identification 
card. It was unfortunate that his attitude was such that he 
attempted to influence, through a series of letters, the 
Recorders and Commanders of other Commanderies 
throughout our jurisdiction to resist this Regulation. At 
the same time he endeavored to incite the several Com- 
manderies against its governing body. It became necessary 
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to suspend Eminent Sir George M. Ellis as Recorder of 
Temple Commandery. At the request of the Commander 
of Temple Commandery Identification cards, bearing the 
seal of the Grand Commandery, were issued to Temple 
Commandery. It is difficult to understand why a Com- 
mandery Officer would take it upon himself to resist a 
Grand Commandery rule or law and at the same time at- 
tempt to influence other Commanderies throughout the 
jurisdiction without first presenting his proposal of change 
before the Grand Commandery on the floor of the Grand 
Commandery Conclave. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


It is my belief that all Commanderies should elect and, 
if possible, install prior to the summer vacation period. 
The same would apply to the election and installation of the 
Grand Commandery Officers. At the present time, and 
under the present system of Division Commanders, no posi- 
tive co-operative effort or work, at least in a satisfactory 
manner, can take place between the representative of the 
Grand Commandery and the Commanderies in his Division. 
At the present time, no positive action can take place until 
after the election of Grand Officers at the Annual Conclave 
to be held on the 2nd Tuesday of October. 

Under our new set-up with the Council as a requirement 
for the processing of candidates, it seems to me quite neces- 
sary to start formulating definite plans and programs late 
in the spring or at least early summer for the recruiting and 
early initiation ceremonies for the early fall. I further sug- 
gest that there be a closer relationship and association be- 
tween neighboring Commanderies in arranging York Rite 
Nights and Joint Conclaves for conferring the various 
Orders of the Commandery. Under such a system formu- 
lated well in advance noticeable results could very well be 
attained. Any movement that will tend to increase the 
friendly relationship between Commanderies will certainly 
have the tendency to bring about satisfactory results. 

I believe that the mark of a Commandery should be 
dependent upon the attainment of quota as well as upon the 
quality of certain prescribed ritualistic work on the night 
of the Annual Inspection. High quality ritualistic work is 
required and the attainment of quota is expected. ; 

Under our present system our Commandery year begins 
in the middle of October and, theoretically ends on June 
30th, approximately a period of eight months. Any plans 
for changes, except minor in character, must be made well 
in advance in order to be put into operation and to expect 
satisfactory results within that eight months’ period. Bear 
in mind that we are working under an eight months’ period 
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while the other bodies with which we are associated, both 
York and Scottish, are on a three year basis. 

I would like to suggest that a committee be appointed to 
make a study of these suggestions. 

I would further like to recommend that a new printing 
of the Credential List be printed. The last issue was pub- 
lished in 1958. The cost of same to come from monies 
returned from my budget.

TuE GRAND COMMANDER: At this time I am going to 
ask that the Representative of our M. E. Grand Master, 
M. E. Walter DeLamater, who is representing our Grand 
Master, speak to us at this time. 

M. E. Sir WALTER A. DELAMATER: R. E. Grand Com- 
mander, M. W. Grand Masters, distinguished guests and 
Sir Knights. It is truly a great privilege to be back in the 
Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 
I had occasion when I was in the Grand Encampment Line 
and also Grand Master to visit this great old Grand Com- 
mandery with a tremendous background. It is really the 
background and cradle not only of Templary but really of 
America. It is a great privilege to be here. \ 

I want to commend the R. E. Grand Commander for his 
fine elocution. It shows he has given a lot of thought and 
study to the problems affecting Templary and this Grand 
Commandery. I also want to express a very grateful ap- 
preciation for Mrs. DeLamater and myself for your very 
gracious hospitality and the many courtesies extended to 
us while here. I am sorry I can’t be with you this after- 
noon. I have a hectic schedule. If you see a lot of papers 
here don’t get excited as I don’t want to take too much time. 

I bring you greetings from Sir Knight Paul Miller 
Moore, M. BE. Grand Master of the Grand Encampment 
Knights Templar of the United States of America. Now 
Paul Moore is really doing a great job. Some people who 
might watch him might feel he doesn’t move as fast as some 
of us and he may not take a lot of time on addresses and 
reports but Paul is working hard. He has all his Officers, 
all his Department Commanders and Committees working. 
He has delegated authority and assignments of duty to 
various ones and has a lot of conferences and is really try- 
ing to do everything he can to help Templary. His heart 
and soul are in it and he is sincere and really doing a fine 
job. He has a background of a great businessman and suc- 
cess. Paul is quite a fellow and I want to say for him that 
he is working hard and most conscientiously and thorough- 
ly and has everyone working. It is really a pleasure to 
work with him. 

There are several things that the Grand Master has re- 
quested those who represent him to speak about. You have 
all had a copy of “The Set of the Sails” that he sent out. As 
a matter of fact, he went through all the proceedings of the 
Grand Encampment for a good many years and made a 
very close study as he was coming through the Line. Paul 
and I served in the Line. I was in the Grand Encampment 
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for twenty-one years. Paul has been in about eighteen and 
I have had a chance to observe him. Now sometime ago he 
issued what he called ‘‘The Set of the Sails” and that covers 
in general the different topics he would like to cover. 

First, of course, he is very anxious to have the extended 
subscription list of the Knights Templar magazine. It is 
up to you. George A. Weeks is Chairman of Publicity for 
the Grand Encampment and it is up to individuals and 
Commanderies to send to the Editor various items of in- 
terest. We want to make it interesting. We used to pub- 
lish it only four times a year. Paul has started to publish 
it every month. He wants to make it interesting. If it 
isn’t interesting it is largely because we don’t feed the Edi- 
tor with the proper ammunition to put in it. So he is very 
anxious to extend that because it is a way of reaching the 
individual Commanderies and down to the Sir Knights. 
The problem of Grand Bodies is to get down to the indi- 
viduals in the constituent organizations. We have to get 
down to the individual in the so-called grass-roots. After 
all, they are the ones who make the organization, just the 
same as the military service where the generals plan but 
the enlisted man has to go over the top and take the objec- 
tive. So we have to think more of the individual, the man 
on the sidelines. This magazine should reach down to the 
individuals. 

Now they just recently got out a very fine pamphlet, 
“Building Templar Membership with York Rite Festivals.” 
The Grand Master appointed a Committee on Membership 
in the Grand Encampment. They have spent a lot of time. 
I sat in on conferences with them in Chicago last Septem- 
ber and when we had the meeting of the Eye Foundation in 
Chicago in July. That Committee sat for nearly a week 
working on this pamphlet. This is going down the line to 
Commanders and Past Commanders and Chairmen of Mem- 
bership Committees and Membership Committees of Com- 
manderies. It is on statement of policy, the purpose of 
York Rite Festivals, preliminary consideration before un- 
dertaking a York Rite Festival, planning and organizing, 
methods of obtaining members and organizing a class, 
further suggestions with regard to Membership Committee 
activities and promoting a Festival, organizing the ritual 
and tactical work of the York Rite Festival, and so on. 
R. T. Em. Arch Dullnig of Tyler, Texas, is Chairman of 
the Committee. 

We are living in a world of chaos and upset. In many 
respects it is a selfish world and a complacent world. We 
have to restore Masons to Masonry and that applies to all 
Masonic Bodies. As I used to say when I was Grand Mas- 
ter of the Grand Encampment, we need a revitalized Tem- 
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plary. Now we have to have a revitalized Masonry. As 
Frank Land used to tell me, an estimated ninety-five per- 
cent of those who take their obligations in the various 
Bodies never come back. We have another great big group 
that just wants rank and jewels and to strut around as 
presiding and past officers. You have few real Masons at 
heart and few real dedicated Masons. 


This country was made great because of what? Our 
forefathers were willing to sacrifice their lives to the Revo- 
lution, going across the prairies, the Indians and lack of 
water and everything else. They were willing to make a 
sacrifice. We sit at home and are not willing to attend a 
meeting. We talk about the Commandery and the Lodge 
that they aren’t what they used to be but what are we do- 
ing about it? We sit around. The time is here that we 
have to be dedicated Masons and restore Masons to Ma- 
sonry and make some sacrifice. This Masonic organiza- 
tion could be so strong if we worked at it and gave it some 
thought and time and effort. It is a challenge. The chal- 
lenge is right here now in this day and age. : 

Now, I just want to mention a couple of other things. 
I have a copy of your report. I have a copy of the Grand 
Commander’s report for the M. W. Grand Master. 

You have heard the report of the Educational Founda- 
tion and you know all about that. I now call your atten- 
tion to the K. T. Eye Foundation applications for surgery 
and hospitalization. New England has been asleep. — You 
have a lot of people in all these States. Rhode Island is an- 
other one. All along the line there are a lot of people with 
impaired vision but you haven’t had the right Committees. 
You haven’t had dedicated Committees. You have not gone 
into the Lodges and public places. Throughout the United 
States we passed over 5,200 cases. : 

Some times a Commander may say, “We have sent in so 
much to the Knights Templar Eye Foundation,” and ane 
dentally each one is giving less than two cents a_week. 
They say, “Well, we are not getting much in our State. 
Well, that is up to the State. The State initiates it. If you 
have live Committces, you will. No matter where the money 
is used you are helping some poor soul from a life of dark- 
ness. We have received many letters of appreciation. It 
is a great humanitarian project. 

In order to help us augment our income we adopted at 
the Triennial in Cleveland a life sponsorship. It is the 
same as life membership except the Jurisprudence Com- 
mittee ruled that every member is not a member of Grand 
Encampment or Grand Commandery. So we finally settled 
to get things going, on the words “life sponsors.” So far 
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we have had over 1,265 life sponsors at $30.00 each. This 
is only available for Knights Templar. 

In addition, at the July meeting we opened up what we 
call a life patron for anyone, regardless of man, woman or 
child, to be an associate for $50.00. This is available for 
anyone. 

So, Sir Knights, this whole picture of Templary is a 
great opportunity and challenge and if we are going to be 
Christian men we must stand up and be counted. I trust 
the Sir Knights will go away from here realizing that it is 
a great thing to be a Knight Templar, a soldier of Christ 
and a soldier of the Cross with the Holy Bible on the Altar 
and the Cross of Christ before us as an inspiration. 

I know this great Grand Commandery of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island has a tremendous background of religion, 
patriotism and Templary. 

Sir Knights, I am delighted to be here. God bless you all.

To the Officers and Members of this Grand Commandery 
K. T., Inc. of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 


Sir Knights: 


Supplementing the Financial Report of the Educational 
Foundation Committee for the Division of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island as prepared by our Auditor, Sir Knight 
Gardner B. Wardwell for the year ending December 31, 
1961, copies of which have been filed with the Grand Re- 
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corder of the Grand Encampment K. T. of the U. S. A. 
(and have been approved) which report will be printed in 
our 1962 Proceediags, we present additional information 
regarding the working of your Committee. 

No doubt it will be interesting for you to know that we 
still hold our high rating with the National Committee. 
During the year we loaned $63,351.50 to 126 male students 
and 19 female. So far this year we have had 89 applica- 
tions amounting to $41,050.00 and are now taking applica- 
tions for February 1963 with college enrollment larger to- 
day than ever before in the history of our Educational In- 
stitutions and with the ever-increasing costs to colleges 
and students alike, heavier demands on our Funds are an- 
ticipated. Our experience during the past year indicates 
that when other sources of student loans are exhausted, cer- 
tain college administrators advise students to come to us. 
(The majority of our students are sent to us by the col- 
leges.) It is our opinion that the demands from this source 
will become greater in the months and years ahead. 

It is apparent that screening of applications must be 
done carefully, and every precaution taken to secure all 
loans made “as this is a revolving Trust Fund.” Careful 
attention to all details will assist in the collections during 
the years following graduation. Many loanees tend to be- 
come lax in carrying out the terms of their student Loan 
Agreement and Note unless a constant effort is made to 
keep in close touch with them. This requires a greatly in- 
creased activity in the Foundation’s office and may even- 
tually lead to additional help. ‘ 

The members of this Committee feel that the coming 
year, with the continued support it has had the past year, 
will continue the good work of aiding deserving students to 
acquire a college education. 

We believe the many fine letters received from our 
loanees as they complete final payment of their loans, at- 
test that the original purpose of this Fund is being achieved. 

The Auditor’s report is appended.

Commandery, No. 31, K. T., relating to certain_ special 
funds of the Commandery is pending before your Commit- 
tee awaiting receipt of further information. 

A proposed amendment to the By-Laws of Quincy Com- 
mandery, No. 47, K. T., relating to the investment powers 
of the Trustees, was disapproved by your Committee as be- 
ing improper in form. . 

The Committee on Jurisprudence was consulted and 
conferred with the Grand Commander, Grand Generalis- 
simo and Grand Captain General concerning various mat- 
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ters which were considered of importance to the Grand 
Commandery.

READING COMMANDERY NO. 50, K. T. 


Amendment to By-Laws 


At the stated Conclave of Reading Commandery No. 50 
K. T. held Monday evening, May 14, 1962, the following 
changes to the By-Laws were voted on and accepted.

Sec. 4. Said Cards for the members of every Constituent Com- 
mandery shall be prepared and printed by the Grand Commandery 
under the direction of the Grand Recorder, the cost thereof to be borne 
by the individual Constituent Commandery. It shall be the duty of the 
Recorder of cach Constituent Commandery to inform the Grand 
Recorder of the number of Cards to be needed by his Commandery 
and furnish a draft or printer’s proof of the form of the face of the 
Card desired, which form shall be consistent with the provisions of 
Section 13 of this Article. Such information and proof shall be 
furnished thirty days prior to the date of commencement of the fiscal 
year of the particular Constituent Commandery (or upon the request 
of the Grand Recorder). In the event of failure of the Recorder of any 
Constituent Commandery to furnish such information and proof within 
the time prescribed, the Grand Recorder may proceed with the prepara- 
tion and printing of the Cards for such Commandery on the basis of 
such information as is available to him and upon the assumption that 
ine number furnished in the preceding year is both necessary and 
sufficient. 
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Any Card not so prepared and printed is hereby declared to be an 
illegal Card, and its use prohibited. Possession or presentation of an 
illegal Card shall not entitle the person possessing or presenting it 
to any of the rights or privileges of Templar Masonry which are 
dependent upon possession or presentation of a valid Identification 
Card. 


Movep: That Section 3 of Article IV of the Regula- 
tions of the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and 
the Appendant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
be amended by striking out said section in its entirety and 
substituting therefor the following: 

Sec. 8. Said Card shall bear upon its face an impress or facsimile 
of the Seal of the Constituent Commandery and the written or facsimile 


signature of the Recorder thereof, together with the member’s sig- 
nature. 


It shall certify the member is a Knight Templar in good standing 
and designate the date to which his dues are paid, also the fact 
that all assessments due at the date of issue have been paid. 

It shall bear upon the reverse side thereof a certificate that the 
said Commandery is a legally constituted Commandery under this 
jurisdiction, which certificate shall be authenticated by a facsimile 
of the signature of the Grand Recorder together with a facsimile of 
the Seal of the Grand Commandery. 


Movep: That Section 13 of Article IV of the Regula- 
tions of the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and 
the Appendant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
be amended by inserting in the parenthetical clause thereof 
after the word “impress” the words “or facsimile,” so that 
said parenthetical clause shall read “Impress or Facsimile 
of Seal of Commandery on Face.” 


R. E. Sir GEorcr A. WEEKS: Is that read correctly?

THE GRAND COMMANDER: Do I hear a second? (Mo- 
tion seconded) Moved and seconded that the amendment 
be approved. 

E. Sir GEorcE M. Evuis: R. E. Grand Commander, I 
would take exception to Article 4, Section 4, as proposed 
because it continues this outlandish procedure of securing 
due cards in this Grand Commandery whereby, as we heard 
from the Grand Recorder’s report, this year there was paid 
$805 and some cents for something that can be bought for 
around $200. I think this procedure has gone far enough 
in this Grand Commandery and the constituent Command- 
eries need relief from this exorbitant expense which is 
foisted upon them year after year after year. Now you 
don’t want to spend any time at this moment because we 
may need more than from now to dinner time but I would 
suggest or recommend or move that this be put on the table 
until after dinner. 
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THE GRAND COMMANDER: E. Sir, I think we are all fa- 
miliar with your thoughts on this. : 

EE. Sir GEORGE B. ROWELL: I move the question. (Mo- 
tion seconded) . : 

E. Sir Grorce M. Exits: I move that it be laid on the 
table. 

THE GRAND COMMANDER: There is a motion that we 
vote on this amendment right now. All in favor vote with 
the sword arm. All those opposed. I would like to make a 
count. E. Sir Holley will count the opposition. It is quite 
necessary because this requires a two-thirds vote. 

R. FE. Sir Evuiorr N. Hottey: There are six opposed. 

THE GRAND COMMANDER: We will listen now to the 
Membership Committee report. 

(The report of the Membership Committee was read by 
E. Sir James C. Bayley.) ‘ 


REPORT OF THE CHAIRMAN OF MEMBERSHIP 


The loss of 84 sustained by the Grand Commandery oc- 
curred in spite of a gain of 65 petitions over the previous 
Templar year, which had a loss of only 58. The chart will 
show the reason for this unexpectedly high loss when you 
note that the total of 474 deaths was 30 more than for any 
year in the past ten years, and 45 more than the average 
for those ten years. The dimits and suspensions also ran 
above the general average to help increase the loss. We 
got off to a slow start in the fall but picked up motion dur- 
ing the year. : 

This past year, for the purposes of membership, we 
divided the Grand Commandery into seven districts, with 
a member of our Committee in charge of each district. They 
were, Western Mass. under Em. Sir Paul W. Dixon, Sr.; 
Central Mass. under Em. Sir Oscar Conrad; Northeast- 
ern Mass. under Em. Sir Mark Mavforfrides; Southeastern 
Mass. under Em. Sir George W. Dunlap; Greater Boston 
North under Em. Sir Howard L. Geer; Greater Boston 
South under Em. Sir John J. Mick, and Rhode Island under 
Em. Sir Edwin O. Wilbur. The Commanders of every 
Commandery were asked to appoint Membership Chairmen 
for their Commanderies and our Membership Chairmen 
consulted with them frequently. Prospect Lists listing the 
Companions who had joined the Chapters within each Com- 
mandery’s area were prepared by me and distributed to the 
respective Commanderies, the Membership Committeemen, 
and the Grand Commandery officers. A few Commanders 
failed to appoint Membership Chairmen or work with our 
Conn eet but on the whole the system proved suc- 
cessful. 
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Now that the Council is shortly to become a pre-requi- 
site body, it is important that this system be continued and 
supplemented. These Membership members will be ap- 
pointed in charge for the Chapters, Councils and Com- 
manderies in their districts, and will be urged to completely 
organize a program that will benefit all three bodies, or the 
York Rite, as we now wish to emphasize. 

With the aid of our New York Rite notice entitled 
“Light of the York Rite,” we must cement the three Bodies 
even more closely, and urge every eligible Blue Lodge Ma- 
son to join the York Rite. . 

In order to reverse the trend and speaking from a mem- 
bership point of view, I present the following recommenda- 
tions to The Grand Commandery. 

1. The Grand Commandery should revise its Divisions 
on a geographical basis, as is the case in the Grand Lodge, 
the Grand Chapter. and the Grand Council, and discard the 
present system of Divisions based on numbers. 

2. Every Commander should immediately appoint a 
Membership Chairman, who should be in touch often with 
the Grand Commandery Committeeman in regard to mem- 
bership, and a Committee to work with him containing at 
least one member from every Chapter in the Commandery’s 
area, and if possible, from every Blue Lodge in the area. 

3. The Quota system should be continued and even 
finer awards made to Commanderies at the end of the year 
who show large gains and bring in many candidates. 

4. The Grand Commandery should consider including 
as part of the Mark for a Commandery for the year its suc- 
cess in membership progress. A possible way is to appoint 
the Generalissimo as Membership Chairman and have his 
progress included as part of the mark when he becomes 
Commander. 

5. Work closely at all times with the local Chapters 
and Councils in contacting eligible Blue Lodge prospects 
for the York Rite. 

6. When possible, run Joint Conclaves of two or more 
Commanderies for the purpose of conferring the Orders on 
candidates. 

7. Once a year have a “Busy Men’s Class” whereby the 
Orders may be conferred properly in a relatively short 
space of time for the benefit of candidates who prefer to 
take the orders quickly. 

8. The Grand Commandery should amend its Constitu- 
tion to give the Grand Commander power to jurisdictional 
releases to Commanderies, as has been done in the past few 
years in the Grand Chapter_and Grand Council. 

9. Form Commandery Degree Teams for the purpose 
of conferring the Chapter Degrees in Chapters in your 
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areas, and the Master Mason’s Degree in the Blue Lodges 
in your area. 

10. Ask your Sir Knights to list the names and ad- 
dresses of friends in Blue Lodges or Chapters who might 
be interested in joining the Chivalric Rite, and then have 
your Officers or members of your Membership Committee 
contact them and report back to the Commander or Mem- 
bership Chairman. 

Last year many Commanders did not do a good job with 
the list of prospects sent or given to them. However, if the 
Commander wishes an up-to-date list of prospects, I will be 
glad to furnish them if he will drop me a line. 

I want to thank the retiring Grand Commander, Rt. Em. 
Raymond D. Douglass for his confidence during the dark 
first_three months and support throughout the year and 
Rt. Em. George A. Weeks for his great cooperation and en- 
couragement at all times. 

I cannot close this report without expressing my ap- 
preciation as Potentate of Aleppo Temple to the Command- 
eries in eastern Massachusetts for the tremendous number 
of candidates they provided for our two Ceremonials this 
year, including more than 200 for our June 1st Ceremonial. 
The York Rite has provided more candidates for Aleppo 
than the Scottish Rite this year for the first time in many 
years, and I want to thank you and, of course, urge you to 
keep up the good work for our Ceremonial in Lowell this 
Saturday, and in Boston on December 6th.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF 
MEMBERSHIP PROGRESS AND PUBLICITY 


To the Officers and Members of this Grand Commandery, 
K. T. of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 


_ Our Grand Commandery sustained a net loss in member- 
ship for the second successive year during 1961-62. Final 
figures show 14,917 members at the end of the year reflect- 
ing a loss of 84 members. Admissions exceeded those of a 
year ago by 38 but were more than offset by an increase in 
the number of deaths, demits and suspensions.

NET MEMBERSHIP CHANGES 


Twenty-one commanderies had net gains in membership 
totaling 152 members, two commanderies had no change, 
and 27 commanderies had net losses totaling 236 members. 

St. Paul Commandery led in net membership gain with 
an increase of 26, Bristol Commandery was second with a 
gain of 16. Third place honors were shared by DeMolay and 
Athol Commanderies with gains of 13 each. 

Three commanderies, St. John’s, Calvary and Hugh 
de Payens sustained net losses in membership of 25 each. 
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DEATHS, DEMITS AND SUSPENSIONS 


Deaths, demits and suspensions each exceeded the pre- 
ceding ten year average. The only solution to loss of mem- 
bers by death is replacement by new members. In case of 
losses from demits and suspensions, in addition to replace- 
ment we can work to reduce the number by careful investi- 
gation and consideration of each case, and by appropriate 
action where possible to retain our members. We urgently 
need to correct the increasing drain on membership caused 
by demits and suspensions. 


AFFILIATIONS AND REINSTATEMENTS 


Affiliations and reinstatements added a total of 34 aes 
bers. I believe that a larger number of members ba e 
obtained from these sources by proper approach and follow- 
up. 

PETITIONS 


We obtained 711 petitions toward our Grand ET “| 
ery goal of 1000. Sixteen commanderies or 32% equalle 
or exceeded their petition quotas. St. Paul led all other oe 
manderies with 357% of quota, followed by Athol we 
287% and Orange with 160% of their respective quo of

Sir Knights: 
Your Grand Commandery Committee has now served 
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four years carrying on the work of the K. T. Eye Founda- 
tion, Inc. 

Since the organization of The K. T. Eye Foundation, 
Inc., the Grand Encampment has processed over 5,000 cases 
and spent over $1,500,000.00 on these cases. In addition 
$487,500.00 has been awarded in grants for research to 20 
different institutions in the U.S.A. $32,500.00 of this 
amount was granted The Mass. Eye and Ear Infirmary 
in Boston. 

Since our last report one year ago seven of our Com- 
manderies have reported fifteen cases, authorization was 
made in eleven of them in the amount of $4,783.00. The 
total amount of expenditures for the past four years in our 
par is $15,203.00. The detail since our last report

lar interest to you and your Membership Committee. 4 

The first thing I have on the survey, there isn’t a Gran 
Commandery in my Department that reaches above eleven 
per cent of Blue Lodge members.

The next thing I would like to comment, it has the 
surprising to me that the average was not higher on bs 
membership to the Council.

There is one thing, of course, right in my Dee 
and that is the Knight Templar magazine. We are 7 : 
capped at present by a lack of subscriptions. In order ie 
do what we wish to do and wish to accomplish we ay : 
have to have more subscriptions to take care of the cost 0 
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printing this magazine. We came to the conclusion—I say 
we, I was at the meeting a year ago—that the best means of 
communication between the Grand Encampment and the 
Sir Knights of the constituent Commanderies was through 
the Knight Templar magazine. All things that are inter- 
esting should go into that magazine but at the present time 
our subscription list is so low we have been unable to fulfill 
agreements that we entered into in the beginning. I would 
appreciate it if the E. Commanders of constituent Com- 
manderies in Massachusetts and Rhode Island would en- 
deavor to obtain some subscriptions to that magazine. 


I expected today that there would be some subscription 
blanks out on the table and I was informed by your Grand 
Recorder that none had arrived. I will be very happy to 
obtain them for him if he would wish or if you write him 
and he lets me know. But I would appreciate it if you would 
help us in our drive to obtain 25,000 subscriptions this 
year to our magazine. 

I want to say before I close, R. E. Sir, that I have had 
a wonderful time here in Massachusetts. I did last year and 
the year I was Grand Commander. I want to thank you for 
the many courtesies extended to Mrs. Robb and myself on 
our visit here. We have certainly enjoyed it and thank you 
once again, Sir, for giving me the pleasure of saying a few 
words before this Grand Body. 

THE GRAND COMMANDER: R. E. Sir, we are very grateful 
to you and we certainly profited by your presence here. 
Now we come to the item of new business. 

E. Sir JOHN P. VALENCIA: R. E. Sir, I am the newly 
installed Commander of Temple Commandery. May I say 
something on new business? To assure you of the sincerity 
of my intentions let me tell you that I went to great lengths 
to be here this day. I was out on a tug at ten minutes of 
three outside Boston Harbor unloading a nuclear vessel 
and I had my dear wife bring my uniform so I could be here. 

I wish to point out to you that I doubt if there is an- 
other Commander in this audience who would change places 
with me. I was aware of thirty to forty requests for demits 
last year, all of which I was not able to dissuade, I have 
done my level best to keep Temple Commandery together 
and I speak without communion and with a Committee 
which I was instrumental in forming to try to get to the 
roots of this situation which confronts Temple Commandery 
and Grand Commandery. 

I would like to make a motion for your consideration 
that a Committee be appointed to study this situation since, 
in my estimation, it is impossible for Temple Commandery 
to continue, under present conditions. I have no petitions. 
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I have no Knights of Malta waiting. How can I, with this 
cloud that has been placed on Temple Commandery? 

I move you that this Committee be asked to consider 
the expunging from the record of the censorship of Temple 
Commandery at your last Conclave in October of 1961. That 
is the motion. 

THE GRAND COMMANDER: In my mind, Sir, that was a 
perfectly proper request. Do we hear this seconded? (Mo- 
tion seconded). It has been moved and seconded that a 
Committee be appointed to consider or reconsider the situa- 
tion with respect to Temple Commandery. 

Have I stated that to your satisfaction? 

E. Sir JOHN P. VALENCIA: That is correct, R. E. Sir. 

THE GRAND COMMANDER: All those in favor of appoint- 
ing such a Committee will so indicate with the sword arm. 
Down hands. Those who do not favor the appointment of 
such a Committee will so show with the bridle arm.

I have a proposed amendment to the Rules and Regula- 
tions regarding identification cards. Amend Article 4, Sec- 
tion 13, as amended this day, by inserting the following. 
The form of the card shall be uniform for all Commanderies 
except that any Commandery may request a special form 
of card which shall be independently printed and the entire 
cost of same be billed to the requesting Commandery. 

That is my motion. 

THE GRAND CoMMANDER: It is hard for me to see that 
you are proposing anything new because that is what was 
submitted today, that we give each Commandery the right 
to have such card as they desire and pay the cost. 

Much discussion followed on this amendment when the 
following motion was presented.
